Paris, Feb. 4, 1870. 

One of those literary zeros, who, nevertheless (or 
therefore), enjoy some of the most substantial 
honors awarded literary men, has by his death, at 
the great age of 87, vacated one of the places of 
librarian at the Imperial Library, and a seat in the 
French Academy. He was, moreover, a commander 
of the Legion of Honor. His name was de Ponger- 
ville—Sainte-Beuve nicknamed him M. de Ponsard- 
vide. His real*name was Durand, or some such 
plebeian name. He was born in Beauvais. At his 
majority he sent up to some celebrated man of the 
day a translation of a portion of Lucretius. The 
patron bade the young man hasten up, for Paris 
alone was the theatre suited for such transcendent 
talents as the translation disclosed. Dropping his 
family name and clapping de Pongerville in its 
place, hither the genius came. Some place with 
salary sufficient for livelihood was at once found him. 
A publisher brought out the translation. Louis 
XVIII. (you know how passionately fond of Latin 
literature he was) ordered the translation to be 
presented to him. Another and more lucrative 
place was found for young de Pongerville. At 
Lally Tolendal’s death he was elected a member of 
the French Academy, where he has dozed ever 
since 1830. He afterwards translated Milton’s “Para- 
dise Lost.” I used to see a good deal of him at the 
Imperial Library ; he was the most disagreeable, 
irritable officer I ever met there. 

M. Alex. Hertzen, the most emnent revolutionary 
leader of Russia, died here a few days since aftera 
brief illness. His disease was pneumonia. He 
was only 54 years old. He had for years been edi- 
tor of and chief writer in “ The Bell Kolokol,” a 
periodical which appeared at intervals, designed to 
overthrow the throne of the Czars. It is said to 
have been written with talent. Exiled to Siberia 


he made his escape thence and lived in England, 
France, Switzerland, and Italy. His presses were 
in England, and from thence he issued, beside his 
intermittent periodical, pamphlets, novels, philo- 
sophical and historical works, ail destined to sus- 


tain his political views. Iskander was his favorite 
signature. He was a short man, with an energetic 
physiognomy, and a haughty yet gentle expression. 
I believe he had grown tired of politics, and came to 
Paris to settle into a quiet paterfamilias and edu- 
cate his four children. He was the master of a con- 
siderable fortune. He was, by his order, buried 
without religious ceremonies.

Sand, which, despite its length, I think interesting 
enough to warrant a place here. “ Imagine a woman 
of low stature, fat, without having obesity, broad- 
shouldered, and whose head, out of proportion in 
size, has the placid expression of pedple who are 
always dreaming, and who possess the faculty of 
abstracting their thoughts from external objects. 
Her widely. opened eyes are black, a coarse deep 
opaque black without a luminous point. The pu- 
pils are so fixed they make the owner impenetrable. 
The mouth is vulgar, and reveals nothing, neither 
passions nor appetites. The complexion is the 
color of old ivory, and a physician would diagnose a 
liver disease at sight of a hue which resembles that 
caused by extravasated bile. As for her hands, their 
microscopic dimensions remind me of the reply 
made by a princess who was complimented on her 
small feet. ‘ When they get to be that size they are 
not advantages, they are infirmities.” Mme. Sand’s 
short plump hands look like those of a child eight 
years old. Glove makers have no such size, so 
she always seems to wear gloves too long for her. 
They detest rest, while the body remains motion- 
less, and, as ’twere, obedient to a desire to be stiff, 
they come, go, thrill, quiver; sometimes arranging 
a pack of thirty-two cards (I believe this is called 


faire des patiences), sometimes touching or turning | 


plants, insects, or minerals. I do not believe there 


is in the world a woman more attentive to herself, 


than Mme, Sand ; she carries cleanliness to monoma- 


nia, and, something still rarer, she knows how to) 


remain clean. She goes a hundred leagues in a 
railway carriage or in a carryall without disturb- 
ing the harmony of her dress, and without catching 
a spot ora speck of dust in a fold of her cloak. 
Her dress indicates an absolute contempt for the 
fashions, a marked preference for garish colors, and 
incessant efforts to attain antique form. One of her 
intimate friends said: ‘She would make a hole ina 
napkin to make herselfa peplum.’ Her most salient 
characteristic is aninsurmountable timidity. Peo- 
ple think her cold or haughty ; she is only timid. 
When she breaks through her habitual reserve in 
the presence of new acquaintances, she becomes 
hopelessly confused. One day at Toulon she deter- 
mined to visit aman of war. The crew, warned 


by the officers, decorated the vessel, flags were | 


hung out, officers put in full-dress uniform, and as 
she came up the ladder, officers and crew were ar- 
ranged according to usage in the shape of a horse 
shoe, grade by grade, so that the youngest cabin boy, 
a child twelve years old, stood opposite the cap- 
tain. The flattering ceremony of this reception 
so abashed Mme. Sand that when she withdrew she 
chucked the captain under the chin, and wished him 
a brilliant career, and made a formal courtesy to 
the cabin boy, and complimented him on the mar- 
tial bearing of his men, and the beauty of his ship. 
This want of self-possession in the presence of the 
public drives her to lead a very retired life, with 


some friends, a handful of artists nicknamed ‘ Sand- | 


ists’ from their admiration and enthusiam for her. 
Mme. Sand, even among her most intimate friends, 


is double; the author who is to everybody cold, | 
reserved, costive of speech, merely a listener; the | 


woman who is full of fun, fond of laughing, talking 


broad nonsense, but averse to jokes'which belong | 


to the domain of gallantry. Erotic quibbling 
scandalizes, wounds, and disgusts her ; on the other 
hand, she delights in coarse pleasantry and broad 
farce. She is incapable even of understanding dash 


and delicacy in conversation. The salt of a repar- | 
tee escapes her. Puns alone have power to make | 


her laugh, and even they must be explained be- 
forehand. Mme. Sand is a gentle, simple, excellent, 


'rature. She has her own opinion in literature. In 
| philosophy, she is a pure spiritualist, willing to ac- 
| cept all the metempsychoses imaginable, furiously 
| attached to the inimortality of the soul, and most 
hostile to the possibility of a death which should 
| kill thought and prevent her soul from continuing 
|to keep unaltered her affections and her remem- 
|brances. She said one day to an atheist: ‘ Your 
| atheism explains the usefulness of nature, but I 
| defy it to explain its beauty.’ “She has some petty 
| eccentricities which provoke smiles; for instance, 
je distrusts in trifles, persons who possess her 
| whole confidence in serious matters. She would 
‘confide the management of her whole estate and 
the keeping of her most precious interests to such 
a one whom she would seriously suspect as a cheat, 
if in playing with her he won three. consecutive 
games of dominoes. Note—she never plays for 
money. I suspect this weakness proceeds from her 
| excessive susceptibility. _She does not like to be 
duped or madea laughing-stock. The fun of other 
| people terrifies, of course she likes to make fun of 
other people. She quickly thous, but does not 
like other people to use thou in speaking to her. 
| True, her person commands respect, and her kind- 
ness makes her venerable. Nadar, who is one of 
the most irreverential mortals, always uses you in 
speaking to her; Nadar has for her a respect, a de- 
votion, I had almost said an adoration, given as 
|}much to her admirable talents as to tlre friend- 
ship of which she has given him proofs innumera- 
jble. One day she went to Nadar’s photograph 
gallery; she found him in one of his days of de- 
| spondency ; bills payable were much heavier than 
| bills receivable that day. She asked: ‘What is 
the matter with you?’ ‘Ruin.’ ‘But don’t your 
book, Le Droit au Vol, sell?’ ‘The third edition 
is about to appear; but it is a mere drop in the 
ocean.’ ‘What can I do to help you? Woulda 
preface by me for the third edition be of any ser- 
vice?’ Nadar was so touched he could only ex- 
claim: ‘Oh! Madame Sand!’ She misunderstood 
his exclamation, and rejoined: ‘ You are right, a 
preface by me to a book on balloons would be use- 
less! What doI understand about them ?’ Nadar 
took both her hands and exclaimed: ‘ Dear, noble 
woman, you do not understand that I receive your 
offer as one receives an unexpected boon which 
exceeds all one’s wishes, all one’s ambition.’ 
Three days afterwards she gave Nadar the admira- 
ble pages which form the preface to the third edi- 
tion of ‘Le Droit au Vol.’ I might reveal a thou- 
sand other incidents which show the admirable 
qualities and delicacy of her heart. Let it suffice 
to say, that out of the enormous amount of money 
she has earned she has reserved for herself scarcely 
enough to live upon and to pay the small farm she 
inhabits. She has devoted all the rest to making, 
or trying to make, people happy around her. She 
understands nothing of accounts, and might easily 
be plundered by her tradesmen, if they do not scru- 
pulously avoid profiting by her inexperience. One 
day she settled in the presence of one of my friends 
her grocer’s bill, which she is accustomed to pay 
once a month. It so happened that day she was — 
‘able to pay him only a portion of the money due. 
Instead of deducting the payment made from the 
total, she added it to the latter, so she found her- 
self after the payment owing the grocer more 
money than he claimed. After blundering for ten 
minutes in these figures, the grocer himself was 
obliged to show her the difference which exists be- 
tween a subtraction and an addition. She rises at 
eleven o’clock and breakfasts alone, having an 
egg and a cup of coffee without milk or sugar. 
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Breakfast ended, she lights a cigarette of Maryland 
tobacco, which she buys ready made in Paris. She 
is very fond of smoking and smokes incessantly. 
When her cigarette is nearly consumed she throws 
it into a small earthernware pot half filled with 
water placed on the table. The pcehit made by the 
burning tobacco as it falls into the water highly 
amuses her. She forbids her guests smoking cigars 
and pipes. After breakfast she walks in her park,

chonnet (twelve-fac@d jack) in which she is very 
skilful. At half past twelve she goes to her 


chamber and there she works until half past six, | 


when dinner is served.. Meat soup is always on 
the dinner table, but never any fish or vegetable 
soup. Game is rarely seen on the table. Fish is 
occasionally served ; her favorite fish is fried stickle- 


back, which she herself catches with a large butterfly | 


hoop net in a neighboring stream. She is extremely 
fond of vegetables and fruit, especially the latter. 
She frequently has, during the season, as many as 
five varieties of strawberries on her table at one 
time.”

deutschen Reiches unter Lothar den Sachsen,” and 
“Geschichte des deutschen Reiches unter Kowrad 
uu.” 

We hear of the recent death, in one of the hos- 
pitals of Paris, with a burial in a pauper’s grave, 
of Louis Rasar, who, half a century ago, was one of 
the most p°pular, certainly the most prolific, of 
French novelists. Year after year Louis Rabar 
poured forth a series of romances half in the style 
of Pigault le Brun, half in that of G. P. R. James, | 
which were the delight of the corporals of the guard | 
and the grisettes of the faubourgs, in days when | 
the grisette had not developed into the petite dame. 
It was his boast that the great Napoleon, returning | 
weary and alone to France after the grand army | 
had perished in the Russian snows, fell asleep over | 
his earliest romance, the “ Conquests of Malle. 
Zina.” Between 1812 and 1833 at least fifty novels | 
issued from his pen, besides such would-be satiri- 
cal sketches as his petites biographies of the peers 
and deputies of France. Like Beranger and other 
liberals who were very much for “ Liberty, Frater- 
nity, and Equality,’’ and also strongly in favor of 
the first Napoleon, Rabar got into trouble during 
the reign of Louis XVIII., and was condemned for 
seditious writing by the same court which sent 
Beranger to prison. The lyrist emerged from his 
dungeon to find himself one of the most popular 
authors in France, but Louis Rabar returned to 
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society to find himself absolutely forgotten. Bal- 
zac, and Merimée, and Victor Hugo, and a host of 
great writers of romance had now come forward, 
and there was no longer an audience for the * Ba- 
roness and the Bandit,’’ or the “ Falsificateur De- 
voile.” How he continued to exist for the last thirty- 
five years is a mystery. His couftrymen had 
allowed even his name to glide out of their memory, 
and his death, in extreme old age and utter desti- 
tution, would have passed wholly unnoticed but 
for one kindly monograph by Jules Janin, the kind- 
est hearted of all Parisian feuilletonists.

The great point of this story is that it shows how 
the natural impulses of a woman’s nature may 
entirely overthrow many years’ training in the 
“woman’s rights” school. It contains some inter- 
esting pictures of middle-class German life, and 
the plot, though simple in its construction, is well 
developed, and exceedingly interesting. It is a book 
which might be profitably placed in the hands of 
young ladies of the strong-minded order, and serve 
to teach them, in a not unpleasant manner, that 
wifely duties, though different, are not less honor- 
able to themselves or useful to the state, than re- 
presenting their fellow-citizens in the legislative 
assemblies. 


HISTORY AND BIOGRAPHY. 

The Life of Bismarck, Private and Political, with 
Descriptive Notices of his Ancestry. By John 
George Louis Hesekiel. Translated and edited 
with an introduction, explanatory notes, and ap- 
pendices by Kenneth R. H. Mackenzie, F.S.A., 
&c. Illustrated. 8yo. pp. 491. New York: 
Harper & Bros. Philadelphia: Claxton, Remsen, 
& Haffelfinger. 

The biography of the man whose name now ranks 
second to none in the list of European statesmen, 
and who, by his genius and wisdom, has raised 
Prussia to the leadership of Germany, and made 
her one of the first, if not the first, of the great 
military powers, must at all times be of interest. 
The work now before us is, we think, the most ex- 
tensive on the subject which has yet appeared. 

The opening chapters are devoted to the early 
history of the Bismarck family, whose origin fades 
in the obscurity of the middle ages, but the posi- 
tive existence of the family is traced as far back as 
A. D. 1270, and the varying fortunes of the house 
chronicled down to the date of the birth of the 
present count. 

Otto Edward Leopold von Bismarck Schonhausen, 
was born on Ist April, 1815, at Schonhausen, in 
Brandenburg, and was educated partly at Berlin, 
and afterwards at the University at Gottingen. It 
was while a student at the latter place he formed 
the friendship of Lothrop Motley. After leaving 
the University he studied law, afterwards retiring 
to his estates in Pomerania, where his wild behavior 
wou for him the title of “mad Bismarck” among 
his friends, 





In 1847 he entered the political arena, and first 
attracted public attention at the meeting of the 
| United Diets, which he attended in the capacity of 
Knight’s deputy. At the reconstruction of the 
constitution in 1848, he was elected a member of the 
Second Chamber, and subsequently became the re- 
cognized leader of the conservative party, and a 
bitter opponent of the growing tendency to demo- 
| cracy, with which the wave of revolution, then pass- 
| ing over France, had powerfully affected Germany. 
| In 1851 Bismarck began his diplomatic career, being 
then appointed chief secretary of the Prussian Le- 
gation at the German Diet at Frankfort, and it was 
shortly after this he first manifested that zeal for 
the aggrandizement of Prussia, which has since 
Shown itself to be the ultimate object of all his 
| projects, and it was while at Frankfort he also first 
gave expression to his dissatisfaction at the predomi- 
|nant power of Austria. In 1859 he was sent as 
ambassador to St. Petersburg, and in 1862 to Paris, 
whence he returned the same year to become the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs and President of the 
Cabinet at Berlin, He was ennobled and raised to 
the rank of a Prussian Count in September, 1865, 
and from the stormy times which began during 
1862,.and reached their culminating point on the 
field of Sadowa, in July, 1866, he, step by step, 
neared the object of his ambition, to crush the 
power of Austria, and to give to Prussia the lea- 
dership of Germany. 

Much of the work consists of letters from Bis- 
marck to his wife and sister, which, while they 
throw much light upon his domestic history, give 
some insight into his political opinions, The ful- 








some praise which is bestowed upon this successful 
but not over-scrupulous statesman, both by the 
author and translator, detract from the merits of 
| the work, and savor strongly of the candidate for 
office, rather than the impartiality of the historian. 
The work of translation appears to have been credit- 
ably performed, and the book presents 2 handsome 
appearance, and contains a portrait of Bismarck, 
and numerous illustrations. 


The Private Life of Galileo. Compiled principally 
from his correspondence and that of his eldest 
daughter, Sister Maria Celeste. 8vo. pp. xi., 300. 
Boston: Nichols & Noyes. Philadelphia: Clax- 
ton, Remsen, & Haffelfinger. 

We are informed, in the preface, that this work 
has been compiled from various sources, and con- 
tains within a small compass all that has been 
learned of the private life of this great philosopher. 
Authors differ as to the character of Galileo, but 
with the evidence collected, while we respect the 
wonderful genius of the great astronomer, we can- 
not help regretting the imprudence and weakness 
of the man, or sympathizing with the misfortunes 
which attended his later years. The letters of his 
daughter are full of the tenderest devotion to her 
father, and the simplicity with which she de- 
scribes the poverty of the sisterhood of which she 
is a member, is quite pathetic. The volume is 
very neatly printed on toned paper, and does 
much credit to the publishers.

The Heart of the Continent; A Record of Travel 
Across the Plains and in Oregon, with an’ Exami- 
nation of the Mormon Principle. By Fitz Hugh 
Ludlow. Illustrated. vi., 568. New York: Hurd 
& Houghton. 

This volume contains the result of the writer’s 
observations during a journey undertaken a year 
or two ago, through those regions now traversed by 
the Pacific railway. At Atchison, Kansas, the au- 
thor and his companion took the overland mail 
coach, and stopping for a few days at one of the 
intermediate stations, for some buffalo hunting, 
proceeded by way of Fort Kearney, travelling for 
some distance in an almost parallel course with 
the river Platte, then taking a more southern di- 
rection as far as Denver. Here the travellers made 
a short stay to explore the surrounding country, 
and having again taken the mail coach crossed the 
Rocky Mountains at Bridger’s Pass, entered Utah, 
and at length arrived at Salt Lake city. They 
afterwards visited San Francisco, and the famous 
Yo Semite valley, then turned northward to Oregon, 
at which point the narrative ends somewhat 
abruptly. 

An appendix, occupying more than sixty pages, 
contains much information about the secret work- 


| ings of Mormonism, and some revelations of a rather 


startling nature, which, if true, point to the neces- 
sity of a speedy suppression of this glaring evil. 
The views of the writer as to how this may be 
most readily accomplished, deserve careful atten- 
tion. 

The author has shown himself to be a keen and 
intelligent observer, but he has adopted an inflated 
and verbose style in his narrative, which greatly 
mars its interest. The writer's individuality is 
sometimes disagreeably obtruded upon the reader, 
and while it may be a very creditable impulse 
which prompts him to gratefully acknowledge ser- 
vices rendered him by Various people, the record 
in time becomes wearisome. Despite these faults, 
however, the book is an entertaining and readable 
production. A steel engraving and several wood- 
cuts illustrate the text.
